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A train passing through Andover 
touched off three brush fires here last 
Friday afternoon, keeping Andover fire- 
fighters and area fire departments busy 
until late into the evening. 

The worst of the fires left damage to 
land near the Mystic Warehouse and Dis- 
tributing Company Inc. and Currier’s 
Express, both at 30 Lowell Junction 
Road, and brought upwards of 70 fire- 
fighters, including all of Andover’s avail 
able personnel, from 14 area cities and 
towns to Andover to help fight the fire 
and staff the town’s three fire stations 

And while Andover firefighters were at 
the Mystic fire another, unrelated, fire 
began on land next to a home on River 
Street. Littleton firefighters, covering 
for Andover at the Ballardvale Station, 
went to the home for the first of two trips 
there that evening. Andover firefighters 
are investigating that fire, which they 
suspect might have been the work of an 
arsonist. (See related story elsewhere in 
this issue. ) 

Calling the Mystic blaze the worst 
brush fire he’s seen in his 22 years in 
Andover, Deputy Chief Ernest Fluet said 
that the first fire call was received at 
1:30 p.m., for a brush fire behind the 
Rose Glen Ice Cream Corp., Andover 
Street. Minutes later firefighters at the 
Ballardvale station noticed a brush fire 
at the railroad tracks where they cross 
Andover Street. An outside fire alarm 
box was also sounded to summon fire- 
fighters to that fire. Then at 1:41 p.m. the

Fluet said eye witnesses told him they 
saw sparks from a train passing through 
town ignite dried brush along the rail- 
road tracks. It would have been almost 
impossible for the train’s engineer to 
know about the fires the train was leav-

“If they could have seen it I’m sure 
they would have stopped,”’ explained 
Fluet. “It happens from time to time 
There’s not too much you can do 

Some fifteen minutes after crews ar

A number of nations have expressed interest in buying 
Patriot. Work is continuing on a production order from 
The Netherlands. West Germany plans to purchase 14 Pa- 
triot fire units and more than 700 missiles. Japan’s fi- 
nance and defense ministries are awaiting final approval 
of the Diet to proceed with a major purchase.

GSF. A GSF truck body is being used for 
storage by Mystic and Penny said he had 
checked out the contents of the truck, 
finding an inert food additive. 

There hasn’t been an estimate of the 
damage at Mystic, said owner Ray York, 
who told THE TOWNSMAN he was wait- 
ing for an insurance investigator to sur- 
vey his property. He said he owns four 
acres at the company he has operated 
for 18 years. Pine trees that line the 
property, from the front of the land and 
down the side along the railroad tracks 
were scorched by the flames. But work 
at Mystic, a company that stores and dis- 
tributes products for other companies, 
hasn’t been slowed by the fire, said 
York, who praised the firefighters for 
their work on Friday. 


‘The Andover Fire Department did an 
excellent job,,”’ York said. ‘“They went 
beyond and above the call of duty. I sure 
appreciate the fine job they did.”’ 

The fire burned wooden pallets at the 
rear of the building and barrels and four 
truck bodies at the side of the property. 
But firefighters kept the fire from 
spreading to the building. Eight truck 
bodies were also damaged and Fluet es- 
timated that some 200 barrels were 
burned. Because firefighters were un- 
sure of the contents of the barrels they 
called in the state Department of Envi- 
ronmental Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
to test samples from the barrels. Fluet 
did say there were unidentified fumes at 
the fire. . 


All personnel at the fire had their blood 
tested after the fire as a precaution, but 
Fluet said he assumed the tests were 
normal because he hadn’t heard other- 
wise. He stressed that he didn’t think the 
contents of the barrels were dangerous, 
saying that ‘“‘everybody’s trying to make 
it out as a hazardous waste site but it 
isn’t.” 

Testing done by DEQE found the can- 
dy sweetener sorbitol stored at the site 
as well as fatty acids and resins, said 
DEQE spoksman Ross Hymen. He said 
the substances didn’t represent a threat 
to public health. DEQE officials will 
meet with the representatives of compa- 
nies who manufacture the substances

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Work At Olympic Village 
Remains At Standstill 


Construction at the Olympic Village subdivision re- 
mains at a standstill, planner Nancy Jeton reported to the 
Planning Board last Tuesday night, as town officials con- 
sider how they would like the developer to correct alleged 
violations at the site 

Work has been suspended at the development, located 
off Woburn Street and River Street, since March 29, when 
the Community Development and Planning department 

with the planning board’s approval) issued the developer 
a stop-work order 

The developer, Arthur Kalogianis of T.D.J. Devel- 
opment Corp., is scheduled to appear before the board at 8 
p.m. next Tuesday, April 23, at town offices on Bartlet 
Street. He will also meet with the Conservation Commis- 
sion tonight, April 18, and with the Board of Health next 
Monday night, April 22, to discuss the alleged violations 

Jeton said yesterday that her department was waiting 
for the developer to submit information that town officials 
needed to review before those three meetings. If that in- 
formation was not forthcoming, she said, the meetings 
would be delayed until early next month, and the stop- 
work order would be extended. 

According to the planners, Kalogianis has violated the 


terms of his 1980 subdivision approval by excavating a 
large pit in the subdivision open space. 

The pit has been used as a dump for building materials 
and has changed the course of a stream running through 
nearby wetlands, staff planner Stephen Colyer told board 
members. 

The conservation commission and board of health have 
cited Kalogianis for violating conservation conditions and 
public health ordinances by excavating the pit in the open 
space and using it as a dump. 

Jeton said last week that the developer is in danger of 
losing his special permit to cluster, unless he complies 
with the town’s orders for cleaning up the alleged viola- 
tions at Olympic Village. 

The planner said Kalogianis would be instructed to re- 
store the open space, submit a construction schedule 
and finish work on the development as quickly as possible 

Olympic Village consists of 109.9 acres and 83 house 
lots; about half of the cluster subdivision has already been 
completed. The area in question is located at the end of 
Nicoll Drive, a new cul-de-sac off Woburn Street, where 
houses were under construction until work was stopped 
nearly three weeks ago.

GSF Material May 
Soon Be Move

Officials from the federal Enviror- 
mental Protection Agency have investi- 
gated the background of a man wh 
hopes to transport machinery and haz- 
ardous materials from the GSF Corpora- 
tion, on Lowell Junction Road, to a 
manufacturing site in North Carolina 

But besides knowing Ted®*Lindfors’s 
name, local and state officials don’t 
know anything else about the man who 
has purchased equipment from the bank- 
rupt GSF Corp., now being cleared of its 
toxic contents under the supervision of 
Andover officials and state representa 
tives from the Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering. 

DEQE called in the EPA to investigate 
Lindfors, explained Andover Hedlth Di- 
rector Everett Penny. He said the EPA 
wil! decide whether Lindfors is able to 
transport what he buys from GSF. Lind 
fors must follow federal Department of 
Transportation regulations to move po- 
tentially flammable and _ explosive 
materials across state lines, explained 
Penny 

Joe Marotta, from the EPA’s Boston 
office, told THE TOWNSMAN that Lind- 
fors has experience moving equipment 


like the GSF machinery, which was used 
to maaufacture eurethane foam. Lind 
fors wl Marotta said had aN rth G 
ina address, will move the G 
machinery and some of the raw mater 
als used in the namufacturing process t 
Highpoint, North Carolina, near whe! 
several large furniture manufacturer 
are located 

“The man does have the background t 
do this,”’ said Marotta. ‘It looks like he 
is going to build his own facility in High 
point.’’ Marotta said he thinks that Lind 
fors had worked for other companies 
similiar to GSF and had ‘‘got them back 
on their feet.”’

A Decade Of Similarity 


Several municipal officials, selectmen among 
them, get a bit edgy whenever it is suggested that 
getting things accomplished in Andover takes an 
inordinate amount of time. 

There are some things which are time-con- 
suming, such as seeking federal and state fund- 
ing, attempting to resolve traffic problems in 
Ballardvale because of bureaucratic setbacks, ii- 
brary construction delays due to legal ramifica- 
tions, etc. 

These are understandable and acceptable. 

But, curiously, the problems which face the 
community and could be resolved with some sort 
of dispatch, somehow never seem to rise to the 
top, despite their being placed in a priority cat- 
egory. 

Gase in Point: 

Last week’s TOWNSMAN recited priorities es- 
tablished by selectmen following completion of 
the annual town meeting. 

Listed as achievable this year are attention to 
parking problems, traffic, expansion of the cen- 
tral business district and development of a mas- 
ter plan. 

A check of the Down The Years column in to- 
day’s TOWNSMAN reveals that the selectmen 
ten years ago set as their goals for the year none 
other than the future of the central business dis- 
tict, Elm Square traffic, along with other items 
which focused on parking and development of the 
Hewlett-Packard property in West Andover. 


That board also considered the goals achieva- 
ble within the year. 

But, as is obvious, Andover has had a decade of 
similarity in establishing annual priorities. 

The central business district matter has had 
the promise of attention for the past few years, 
with annual town meeting being told each of the 
past three sessions that attention would be given 
that concern in the coming year. 


This year that promise was instrumental in the 
defeat of three downtown rezoning proposals and 
the withdrawl of a fourth. 

It should be noted that there exists the possibil- 
ity of accomplishment this year if, as Chairman 
William Dalton suggests, the selectmen check 
progress on their goals every couple of months 
and meet regularly with major department 
heads. 

If that suggestion is followed, then there is a 
possibility of some,action forthcoming before the 
next annual town meeting rolls around. 

It’s always nice to start off the new year with 
goals and priorities for public consumption, then 
get bogged down in the routine of municipal oper- 
ations. 

As is plainly seen, this has been the case over 
the past decade. 

There is the possibility of change which, hope- 
fully, will be pursued if the selectmen choose to 
assume rightful leadership roles.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I hope that everyone present at the Tuesday 
evening session of the Town of Andover’s annual 
meeting (April 2, 1985) fully appreciates having 
witnessed a performance on the Collins Center’s 
stage that is not likely to be surpassed. What a 
shame that a greater number of the town’s 17,- 
076 electorate could not have been there to see 
what happens at town meeting in their absence. 

Within minutes of our moderator’s crowing 
over his triumphant ‘‘victory,”’ whereby the vot- 
ers failed to adopt Robert's Rules of Order—-that 
model of parliamentary procedure that is, ap- 
parently, too complex for some of our more 
learned public officials to fathom—we were pre- 
sented with a perfect illustration of what can 
happen when either no rules or ‘“‘Doherty’s 
Rules”’ (which, evidently, are one and the same) 
are the disorder of the day. 

So, it’s “‘no parliamentary devices,’’ eh? No 
“trickery,”’ eh? No “thwarting the intent of the 
majority of the people,’’ eh? Then, what in the 
world was that travesty that took place on the 
stage of our Collins Center? Was that ‘‘doing the 
Town’s business in the New England tradition’? 

Seven subjects, properly and legally sub- 
mitted for inclusion in this year’s Andover war- 
rant, were excluded by Andover officialdom, 
allegedly for ‘‘illegality.’’ Yet, we had, on stage 
at the Collins Center, the attempt to insert into 
the Town Meeting’s deliberations a bogus sub- 
ject, pretending to be legitimate but without any 
signatures and without any notice whatever to 
the electorate. And, until the obvious became 
outrageous, our so-called moderator persisted in 
pursuing his doomed attempt to deny the people 
their right to have accurate, easily accessible 
documentation of their Town Meetings. 

Fortunately, our voters saw through the trans- 
parency of this parliamentary boondogglery in 
time and adopted Article 45 handily. One won- 
ders, in retrospect, what the voters’ decision 
might have been on the three earlier articles 
(#41, #42 and #43) if they could have voted on 
them subsequent to Article 45, or if they could 
have been allowed to reconsider them. Of 
course, “Doherty’s rules,’’ unlike Robert’s 
Rules of Order, do not allow reconsideration of 
motions at Town Meeting. Or do they? One nev- 
er knows. Remember, the moderator himself 
advises ‘‘not to hold your breath’’ waiting for his 
clarification.

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Subdivision Denied By Board

The Zoning Board of Appeals put off a decision to allow 
construction of a home without frontage or. a public street 
and voted to deny subdivision of a lot into two parcels 
after viewing those sites and three others on Saturday, 
April 6. 

The board’s decisions, which were made at their Satur- 
day morning deliberation session, are tentative. They are 
finalized when the written decision on each variance or 
special permit request is submitted to the five members 
for a final vote. 

The preliminary denial to Alien and Carol Boucher, 171 
Woburn St., came because Appeals members didn’t think 
the situation presented the couple with the necessary 
hardship, explained Board Chairman Wesley Whitney. 


To the displeasure of many of their neighbors, the 
Bouchers requested a modification of an earlier board 
decision which would have allowed them to split their just- 
over-three-acre lot into two lots, one of which would not 
have frontage on a town road. The other lot, where the 
Bouchers live, does front on Woburn Street. 

One dozen abutters of the property attended the meet- 
ing, most of them speaking against the Boucher request. 

A board decision is still pending on Maureen and Kevin 
Hibbard’s request to build a home on a lot which does not 
have frontage on a public way. The Billerica couple wants 


to live on land fronting on Foster’s Pond. But access to the 
property, now owned by Norman and Doris Kearny, of 
Everett, is off Gray Drive, which is off Pomeroy Road. 

A camp now sits on the property and the Hibbard’s plan 
to tear that building down and build on the three-acre site, 
if their variance is granted. The couple have the land un- 
der agreement, said their attorney, Reginald Marden, of 
Andover. 

A meeting date has not yet been set to discuss the Hib- 
bard variance and Gwen Hedrick’s plan to put a day care 
center in a home at the corner of Wild Rose Drive and 
Lowell Street. The Andover woman needs a special permit 
from the board for her business, but her request was not 
decided when the board toured the sites. 

The board also voted to tentatively deny a petition from 
Robert and Mary Mason, 50 Brookfield Road, who had 
hoped to add a garage, bedroom and bathroom to their 
home. The addition would have put their home within five 
feet of the lot line on one side, which the board felt was too 
close. Whitney said the addition would look bulky when 
compared to other homes in the neighborhood. 

Kathleen and Robert Kelley, 21 William St., were tenta- 
tively granted the variance they sought to add a kitchen 
and family room onto the rear of their home. The addition 
would put the home 14 feet from the rear lot line instead of 
the needed 30 feet.

terday, after THE TOWNSMAN’s dead- 
line. ‘Once we advise the state involved 
we don’t forget about it. We watch 
what’s going on. No way, if there is 
something going on, are we going to 
stand back. We’re watching it.”’ 

Penny said Lindfors iearned about the 
sale of the GSF equipment when the 
company started liquidating their assets 
in December. 

The clean-up at the Lowell Junction 
plant is back on track this week after 
financial problems forced Norwell attor- 
ney Robert Haufler to stop the project 
while he arranged payment for the 
Franklin Pumping Service, a Wrentham 
company hired to clear the site of toxic 
materials. The clean-up is expected to 
cost over $100,000. 

Haufler has denied he owns the build- 
ing, Saying it is owned by 44 Lowell Junc- 
tion Road Realty Inc., but Penny says 
Haufler is the owner of the 12-acre site. 
Haufler has also said there aren’t dan- 
gerous, toxic materials at GSF. 

But according to Penny, carcinogenic 
chemicals toluene diisocyante and mthy 
lene chloride were among those found at 
GSF, along with polyether polyol, arse- 
nic chloride, a cyanide solution and 
methylene diisocyanate 

Penny said he expects most of the 
clean-up work to be finished at the end of 
this week with the exception of the re- 
moval of one dozen 5,000 gallon tanks 
which are inside the building and must 
be removed, by a crane, after the roof is 
cut off the building 

GSF’s record with DEQE shows a his- 
tory of spillage in the rear of the build- 
ing, said the DEQE’s Jack Duggan. The 
state agency is ordering Haufler to test 
both the soil and groundwater near the 
plant to make sure neither is contami- 
nated. Haufler told THE TOWNSMAN 
last week that he expects to have his 
building ready for another tenant by 
May 1 

Four years ago DEQE cited GSF for 
rinsing drums of chemical remains be- 
hind their plant. The rinse water was left 
to run off the land behind the buildings

Taxes for GCA, holding at fifth on the 
listing, will run to $462,246.07 represent- 
ing the highest increase of the top ten 
with the company paving 79% more in 
taxes on property worth $22,603,900. Cor- 
mier-Andover jumped from eighth on 
last year’s listing to sixth place this year 
with an assessment of $345,600 for per- 
sonal property taxed at $7,074.44 as well 
as $258,111.80 in tax on property assessed 
at $13,867,500. Their taxes are 50% high- 
er 

New to this year’s list is Shetland 
Properties, ranking seventh. They will 
pay $258,820.63 in taxes on an assessment 
of $12,643,900 with an additional bill of 
$511.75 for personal property valued at 
$25,000.
